Grange Is the Judas

ing denunciation of David E. strike- 
breaking vice-president of the International 
Seamen’s Union, by the Rev. A. Clayton 
Powell, Jr., pastor of the Abyssinian Baptist 
Church, the largest and oldest Negro Pro- 
testant church in America. 

Dr. Powell’s statement appears in his 
column, “The Soap Box,” in the Nov. 14 is- 
sue of the Amsterdam News, Harlem Negro 
weekly.

Dr, Powell points out that it is Grange 
who “has forced segregation on the Negro 
members of the union.” Moreover, “David

Strategy Committee, which is conducting 
the present maritime strike on the Atlantie 
and Gulf Coasts.
